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Educational TV Gets
Big Boost in Nation

For the past 10 years edu-
cational television has been
supported primarily by funds
from private foundations, cor-
porations and state and local
grants to schools. This period
has seen the formation of 62
educational TV stations.

Within the past week, how-
ever, the situation has changed
significantly, Several items of
legislation have opened the
way for the growth of educa-
tional TV. One bill provides
$32 million in federal funds
for the establishment of addi-
tional stations; another, con-
sidered in the House, would
increase the number of televi-
sion channels from 12 to 82,
the new additions being on
ultra - high - frequency (UHF)
channels,

Proponents of educational
TV are optimistic that the new
legislation will double the
number of education stations
within a few years, and some
predict as many as 1,000 sta-
tions within a decade. One
problem still remains: the lack
of quality programming on the
TV stations has repelled many
potential viewers..
